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(57) Abstract: The present invention relates to pharmaceutical/immunogenic compositions and methods for inducing an immune 
response against tumour-related antigens. More specifically, the invention relates to non-human prostate-specific antigens, more 
precisely to the non-human prostate-specific P501S, which can be used as xenogeneic antigen in prostate cancer vaccine therapy 
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expressing prostate tumors, prostatic hyperplasia, and prostate intraepithelilial neoplasia (PIN) are also provided. 
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
